BERLIN, July 10—The Reichs- 
tag was.convoked today for Fri- 
day for a speech by Chancellor Hit- 
ler on the wholesale executions of 
June 30. His speech is calculated 
to answer innumerable questions 
which German citizens and for- 
eigners have been asking in expla- 
nation of the killings. 

The Reichstag has not met since 
Jan. 30, this year, when Hitler. gave 
an account of the first year of his 
administration. 

It is part of Hitler’s policy to 
call the Reichstag together only on 
the most important occasions when 
the attention of the entire world is 
focused on such a meeting. 

Status of Reichstag.

They are Wil- 
liam Hollingsworth, clerk in the 
store, and Mrs. E. C. Dillman, a 
customer. 

Davit’s -preliminary hearing on 
the murder charge was set for 10 
a. m. next Tuesday before Justice 
of the Peace Lewis.

COMMITEE FAVORS. 
AIR CORPS CHANGES 


Group Headed by Newton D. 
Baker to Report Next 
Week. 


(Copyright, 1934, by the Associated Press.) 
WASHINGTON, July 10.—Sever- 


al major changes in administration 
of the Army Air Corps are recom- 
mended in a report of the special 
committee investigating Air Corps 
activities which is to be made pub- 
lic next week. 

The committee, headed by New- 
ton D. Baker, former Secretary of 
War, will meet at the Army War 
College today to study the first 
draft of the report. If approved 
the report will be sent to the print- 
ers for publication. 

The committee agreed on the 

main conclusions of the report just 
before Secretary of War Dern 
sailed on his inspection trip to Pan- 
ama. Baker discussed the outstand- 
ing recommendations of the report 
with Dern, and the report is under- 
stood to have the approval of the 
Secretary. 
Baker and other members of the 
committee have insisted through- 
out the three months of hearings 
on the utmost secrecy. 

It was learped, however, that the 
committee which heard more than 
115 witnesses, had made a compre- 
hensive survey of the activities of 
the Air Corps, including adminis- 
tration, training, procurement and 
personnel, 

The committee was formed short- 
ly after criticism of the Air Corps’ 
effort to transport the air mail, 
and the report deals with the en- 
tire air mail episode. 

The report does not defend th 
Air Corps, but sets forth a mass 
expert testimony and _ statistical 
data, including weather reports 
from all over the United States, 
which gives a complete explanation 
of the Army flyers’ difficult job. 

Recommendations are under- 
stood to be made concerning a 
change in procurement methods, 
including views on the War De 
partment’s practice of purchasing 
planes through negotiated con- 
tracts rather than by competitive 
bidding.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—Alarmed 
at reports that directors of the 
Bank for Internationai Settlements, 
meeting at Basel, Switzerland, plan 
to stabilize the world’s currency on 
a gold basis, Senator Elmer Thom- 
as of Oklahoma has sent a long ca- 
blegram to George L. Harrison, 
governor of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York, warning him 
that Congress alone has the author- 
ity to regulate the value of money. 
The Oklahoman, regarded as a 
leader of the inflationary move 
ment in Congress takes a tone of 
admonition in his message 

to Harrison who is at Basel not as 
a director of the Settlements Bank 
but as a “guest” of Leon Fraser, 
the bank’s president. Recent re 
ports have said that he was confer- 
ring with the directors and other in- 
ternational bankers as to the pos- 
sibility of some form of stabiliza- 


tion. 

Harrison, Senator Thomas 
placed the blame for Hoover's de- 
flationary policy. 

Not Sufficiently Recovered. 

The nation has not sufficiently 
recovered from that deflation to 
permit any stabilization in relation 
either tc the British pound or a 
ap weight of gold, the cablegram 

“Since Congress adjourned,” said 
Senator Thomas, “I have crossed 
our continent from coast to coast 
and find the central states devastat- 
ed by drouth, one large Western 
city under military rule on account 
of strikes, another Southwestern 
city of 1,500,000 population with 
750,000 on relief rolls. 

“With: the public mind in its 
present condition, with 10 million 
still unemployed, with prices of 
farm products near or below cost 
of productién, with banks not mak- 
ing loans, with massed debts total- 
ing 250,000,000,000 dollars and with 
total annual tax burden in excess 
of 15 billion dollars, what American 
presuming to represent all interests 
dare favor or suggest stabilization 
of the dollar at its present value?

The present dollar, at $3 an 
ounce for gold, still buys from 47 
to 65 per cent more of basic com- 
modities than the dollar bought in 
1926, said Senator Thomas.

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The majority recognized the right 
of either house of Congress to em- 
ploy coercion in compelling obedi- 
ence to its legal processes, so long 
as such obedience can be obtained. 
However, it held that when an act 
of disobedience has been concluded, 
the power to punish the offender 
rests solely with the courts. ‘The 
minority contended that it was an 
error to consider MaeCracken’s act 
“complete,” because its conse- 
quences still frustrated the will of 
the Senate; and that if it had been 
“complete” the Senate still -had 
power to send him to jail. 

Circumstances of the Case.

PARIS, July 10—Further ar- 
rests in France’s latest drive on 
an international spy ring were fore- 
shadowed today by’ police investi- 
gations in the suburbs of Paris, - 

Warrants were issued yesterday 
for seven persons and authorities 
ordered the questioning of an Amer- 
ican woman, Pauline Jacobson ‘Le- 
vine, 32-year-old native of New 
York. She. was believed to have 
left France. Officials said they 
wanted to ask her whether she 
served as a go-between for Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert G. Switz, Americans 
held on espionage charges since 
December, and Benjamin Berco- 
witz, called by police.a leader of 
ithe spy ring. 

Important ramifications, police 
said, were uncovered through the 
arrest Saturday of Maurice Milice, 
a clerk at Lille. Documents seized 
at his house are being studied. Au- 
thorities charged he sold French 
military defense plans to a foreign 
Power, A total of 29 persons are 
under charges in the case. Sev- 
enteen are in jail, four have been 
granted bail, while eight eluded po- 
lice. The ring allegedly was work- 
ing for Soviet Russia.

To put it in another way, the crying need for sani- 
tary sewers in the populous suburban district must 
be attacked and dolved as a whole. Exceptions cannot 
be made for this town; which thinks it can do better 
by itself, and that town, which believes it is well 
enough supplied with sewers for the present and is 
not concerned over the future.

unincorporated territory dump their sewage into 
cesspools or open creeks. That is exactly the case 
in various parts of the county. Suppose an irrespon- 
sible little bug picks up a nice load of germs over 
there where sewers are lacking. Is he supposed to 
turn back when his flittings carry him to the 
boundary of the modern town? Or can he read? 
The reader knows the answer. The danger of 
typhoid and other filth-borne diseases is always 
imminent in the county under present conditions. 

Cost of the proposed general sewer system wil! 
not be enough to deter approval. For the average 
home assessed at $2000, the tax would be about $5.60 
a year until 1954, with the. prospect that no tax 
would be collected before 1938, if a PWA grant is re- 
ceived. Another argument for the sewer system is 
that much otherwise desirable land within and with- 
out the towns cannot be developed until sewered. The 
question of incorporating the district will come be- 
fore Circuit Judge Mueller, July 23. Meanwhile, the 
county should rally to its support.

D ONALD RICHBERG, lately general 
counsel to.the Recovery Administration

Then comes news that directors 
of the Bank for International 
Settlement in Switzerland will pro- 


test to Germany, “To protect the 
interests of American holders of 
Dawes and Young bonds, on which 
Germany has declared a morato- 
rium.” 

England found a short way to 
settle that moratorium and make 
Germans pay. This country doesn’t 
seem to know how to do anything 
of that kind although “50 per cent 
of the Dawes loan and 30 per cent 
of the Young loan are held by 
Americans.” 


Rudolph Hess, representing Hit- 
ler, and speaktng us “a soldier of 
the front,” suddenly chahged, in 


his broadcast, from German to 
French, and appealedto the old 
enemy across the line not to make 
necessary the building of new 
trenches, urging that trepch life 
is not pleasant. 

Herr Hess might have added to 
his speech: . 

“While our German troops never 
reached Paris in all the four years 
of the last war, jemember that 
German airplanes would reach 
there in the first two or three 
hours of the next war, and @ few 
hours later not one of the great 
monuments of Paris would be left 
standing, not Notre Dame, the 
Madeleine, or the beautiful Sainte 
Chapelle.” 

Bombarding airmen will not 
spare monuments dearest to the 
enemy. 

“Sleeping car airplanes” are now 
a reality. They have been foretold 
in this column and elsewhere for 
years. Last night two fully loaded 
passenger planes, with 12 sleeping 
berths in each plane, passed each 
other going east and west, be- 
tween New York and Chicago. Pas- 
sengers report the trip quiet and 
peaceful. Some had to be awak- 
ened after the plane landed. 

Foolish plans are proposed, and 
foolish things are done, but real 
progress continues.

The Rev. Dr. Gilkey, Congrega- 
tlonalist: “We believe in God on 
the ground of logical necessity.” 
God, according to Dr. Gilkey, is the 
“key to life’s puzzle.” And immor- 
tality “is not pictured in terms of a 
golden heaven and a blazing hell, 
but as a further opportunity for 
growth in character.” : 

The Rev. Dr. Idleman of the 
Church of the Disciples of Christ 
foresees for the United States a 
revolt worse than the Russian rev~- 
lution, because ours .is a system 
under which “a few have luxuries, 
and there is a great multitude who 
obtain their daily bread from the 
barbage pail.” That, he says, can- 
not last. The only remedy is: “Dit- 
fusion' of wealth.” : 

Dr. Idleman would be surprised 
(0 find how short a time that “dif- 
fusion” would last, how little it 
Would amount to. It is not what 
the selfish few have accumulated, 
but what the working many pro- 
duce that constitutes wealth. The 
founder of Christianity said: “Go 
and sell that thou hast, and give 
the poor, and thou shalt have treas- 
Ure in heaven.”

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MOOKING as a universal fine 
art has long been the dream of 
the Epicurean, who bemoans the 
present day shortcomings while 
speaking longingly of the “good old 
days” when the cook really. cooked 
and did not resort to cans or deli- 
catessens for the groaning board. 
However, the “good old days” may 
have had its lark pie, and its roast 
pheasant, but they also had their 
little tricks of the trade quite on 
@ par with the medern idea of aug- 
menting the creamed chicken with 
a bit of veal. Such things as, for 
instance, doubling the quantity of 
the roast pheasant with a young 
fowl, or converting domestic swine 
into wild boar. 
The detailed methods of such 
chicanery, as well as rules for 


kitchen management, general cook- 
ing, and even a bit of etiquette, are 
to be found in “The Cook’s Ora- 
cle,” written appropriately, by one 


William Kitchener, and published in. 


Engiand in 1828. A copy of the 
book is in the possession of A. C. 
M€Kibben, 7528 Melrose avenue, 
St. Louis, who picked it up in a 
second-hand book store. 7 

Some of the recipes offered in 
the little book would arouse the ap- 
petite of the most sophisticated 
gourmand; others would, if attempt- 
ed today, be more likely to arouse 
the Humane Society. Especially 
the method of manufacturing syn- 
thetic wild boar. It calls for noth- 
ing less than making the gentle 
gwine wild by beating to death, 
after treating him to a beverage of 
“water, wild thyme, rosemary bay 
leaves and sage.” 

Kitchener, the author, seemed, to 
fee? that the mere joy of eating 
was not sufficient to justify cook- 
ing as an art, so interspersed his 
book with numerous dignessions on 
the ce of fine cooking to 
the health and well being. 

“Among the multitude of causes 
which concur to impair health and 
produce disease, the most general 
is the improper quality of our food, 
and this most arises 
from the manne: in which it is 
prepared. Regardless of how much 
care or time from the doctor, if 
food is not prepared with care, the 
distress is indigestion.” Thus 
argues the author of the “Cook's 
Oracle” in arriving at his state- 
ment that the art of cooking, in 
that .it can prevent disease, should 
be superior to the art of medicine, 
which can merely cure disease.

HE wise cooks of 1829 were also 
advised on general conduct for 
their profession. 
“When you (cooks) first come to 
. new house, lose no time in get- 
ting into the favor of your fellow- 
servants. Learn from them the 
rules and customs of the house. 
Especially is it wise ‘o patronize 
the servant who waits on the table 
in order to learn the reaction of 
your master to your eooking. But 
it is a dangerous game to curry 
favor with the kitchen help by fiat- 
tery_and to ridicule the mistress in 
the kitchen, and then to prance 
into the parlor and purr to her and 


slander your fellow servants. Be 


always prepared to offer some sug- 
gestion for a new dish and know 
how to cook it.” 

A good suggestion might have 
been “Hunter’s Pie,” made by tak- 
ing a part of the neck of mutton 
and cutting it into chops. Season 
it well, put into a stew-pan, let it 
brase for half an hour. Then take 
two dozen potatoes, boil them, mash- 
them and season. Butter your 
mould and line it with the potatoes, 
put in the mutton and bake for 
half an hour. When it is done cut 
a hole in the center and add some 


good gravy. 

“It is also advisable to find out 
if the and sauc-s are pre- 
ferred thick or thin, white or 
brown, clean or full in the mouth. 
And should the crops be broiled 
brown or is it best to have them 
blush when cut.” 

It is essential, he continues, that 


a cook acquire as quickly as pos-- 


sible all the tricks of the game, be- 
cause a time is pretty likely to 
come when she will be called upon 
to prepare for extra guests. For 
such a predicament, he offers 
“Mock Pheasant.” 

“I¢ you have only one pheasant 
and wish for a companion for it, 
get a nice young fowl, as near the 
game size as the bird to be matched. 


‘Truss it and dress it the same as 


you would do a pheasant. Then 
hang it in some dry place for four 
or five days, thus developing the 
peculiar gamey taste of the pheas- 
ant. This will deceive not only the 


‘guest who has never tasted pheas- 


ant but also those familiar with 
this bird.” 

One of his recipes for roast goose, 
however, sounds a bit more as if 
it came from some  blood-thirsty 
savage tribe, rather than from nine- 
teenth century England. He admits 
that of all the recipes it is the only 
ot personally tried.
